American \Coramission's Findings After 
onuring Europe. 


: ~ 
The ‘members of the American Civie 
Commission have suiled for New York 
after-completing a tour of the principal 
gurden cities and suburbs on the Con- 
tineut aud-in London. Mr. Richard B. 
Watrous, the seeretary of the Commis- 
siot, gavo bis “impressions.of the tour 
to o Press representative. “The Com! 
mission," he said, ‘twill make three 
main recommendations. We shall urge: 
—(1) The establishment in overy city Of 
a town-planning department, with com- 
petent engineers. aid" draughtsmen, who 
will try to forsee the town’s needa and 
Uévelopments Gfey years hence. (2) The 
vstablishment of a municipal housing sys. 
tan on the Ines-of that lately instituted 
in Londen, where small, comfortable, 
sanitary Louses, with closed-in gardens, 
wind at cheap rents, und with good car 
ties, Lave been shown to be o com- 
inetcial proposition. (3) Cleaner -cities, 
Leeause we believe cleagliness’ means 
good bealth, aad happivess, 
“The Commission," continued. Mr. 
Watrous, “left the United States two 
rnonths ago. to study the question of 
‘town-plansirg in .regard“to the future 
growth of cities, and also riatiers relating 
to- trate, railways, street lighting, and 
veneral addhinistrations. Woe — visited 
ifumborg, Berlin, Dresdéu, Nuromberg, 
Munich, Frankfort, Dusseldorf, Brussels, 
Furis, and bondon. Wo found tho chief 
| characteristics of the German cities to be 
imognificent town-planning systema scien. 
tically direeted towards the city's de- 
selopment MHith a view to thu citizene’ 
requirements a century hence, Moreover, 
their habitually careful . administration, 
entirely freed’ from politics, . tended “to 
give tho cities absolutely clean. streets, 
as well.os prevent o waste of tho cities’ 
money.

Tho. frst complote magnetic survey of 
tlle’ British Idea, executed og a, netional 
pivee of work, originated with few in- 
dividuals interested jn thet branch of 
oxperimeatal acience, who attended the 
toird mueting df the British: Association, 
Pneld of Cambridge, in 1800. In “1830 
tho survey wos cxtoaded to twenty-sover 
stations in‘Scotland, and in the summer 
of 1837 Dr. Lloyd began the magnetic 
survey of Engiand by vobservations - al 
fourteen stations, principally in tho Mid- 
land and Southerm! districts, work ‘sub- 
sequently extended to other localities by 
bis Golleagues. An account of tho re 
sulte'was printed by tho British Associa. 
tion in 1830, . The example seb by Great 
Britain was speedily followed “by the 
exceution of similar sukyoys in various 
portions of tho globe—in Austria, Gor- 
many, Holland, Belgium, France, Cans- 
da, and ‘elsowaere.. 

Twenty ‘years luter {in 1855} the Bri- 
tish Association inaugursted another
